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Keen Competition Again Assured 


he Chicago Dental Society again 

offers a $500.00 award for the best 

essay submitted in its annual es- 
say contest. This year marks a decade of 
' competition and only once in all that 
time have the judges felt it necessary to 
declare “no contest.” And yet these essays 
must represent original investigations and 
contain some new significant material of 
value to dentistry. 

Previous contests go to prove that the 
urge to unravel some of the mysteries of 
nature comes naturally to each new gen- 
eration. It may confidently be expected 
that this year will bring to light much 
that is interesting and fascinating. 


HISTORY OF CONTEST 


A review of previous contests reveals 
that the subjects which have been delved 
into have been quite different. The earlier 
winners concentrated on the function 
and movements of the temporomandibu- 
lar articulation. Drs. LeRoy Kurth and 
John R. Thompson made their studies in 
that field and then along came the two 
New Yorkers, Drs. Harry H. Shapiro and 
Raymond C. Truex, to amplify the study 
with facts about the auditory relation- 
ship, Dr. Irving Glickman then branched 
out into a new field (periodontoclasia) 
and showed how systemic conditions in- 
fluence bone changes. 

Dr. Robert G. Kesel, the 1946 winner, 


brought out the results of his studies 
dealing with the biological production 
and therapeutic use of ammonia in rela- 
tion to dental caries. Then two years later 
Dr. Ralph W. Phillips won the prize 
with his research on the “Hardness of 
Enamel As Affected by the Fluorides.” 
A New Zealander studying at Northwest- 
ern was the next in line, Dr. F. Winston 
Craddock. His work had.to do with 
“The Accuracy and Practical Value of 
Intra-Oral Methods of Recording Con- 
dyle Path Inclination.” Last year the 
winner was Dr. M. S. Burstone, of St. 
Louis, who did his piece of research on 
radioactive phosphorus. 


RULES AND REGULATIONS 


To be able to participate in the prize 
essay competition, it is necessary that the 
contestant be a member of the American 
Dental Association or affiliated with a 
recognized dental institution. The rules 
are simple and fair and all contestants 
have an equal opportunity to win. 

The author of the prize-winning essay 
will be invited to present it at the 1951 
Midwinter Meeting of the Chicago Den- 
tal Society next February.

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Classes For Dental Assistants Start 
September 11 and 13 


fter several years of effort, an ap- 
proved course for dental assistants 
has been developed in the Chicago area. 
Considerable effort has been expended 
during the past year by the Chicago Den- 
tal Society’s Public and Professional Re- 
lations Committee, the Chicago Dental 
Assistants’ Association, and the Chicago 
Public Schools’ Department of Voca- 
tional Education in setting up the course 
of study which is to start in September. 

Two classes of 25 assistants each have 
been scheduled. One will have its first 
meeting on September 11 and the other 
on September 13. These two classes will 
meet for 30 weekly sessions of three hours 
each on their respective school nights. 
Classes will convene at 6:30 and carry 
through until 9:30. 

Dental office equipment is being moved 
into the classroom and adequate storage 
space is being constructed so that each 
student will have space for her supplies. 
Each student will be given a list of ma- 
terials which she will provide for her own 
use. 

Registration for the two classes will be 
limited to 50 students. Almost that 
number has registered to date. A few 
more admissions to classes can be secured 
by contacting Mrs. Nancy Saunders, 
Chairman of the dental assistants’ Edu- 
cation Committee, at CEntral 6-1994. 


Completion of the 104-hour course will 
make students eligible for the certification 
examination of the American Dental As- 
sistants’ Association. Requirements for 
certification are as follows: 

1. The Certification Board of the 
American Dental Assistants’ Association 
was formed in 1947 to provide qualify- 
ing examinations for dental assistants. 
The Board grants successful candidates 
a certificate, after completion of the re- 
quired 104-hour course of study, showing 
that the dental assistant has passed the 
examination. 

2. All candidates for certificates must 
fill out an application form provided by 
the Certification Board and pay a fee of 
ten dollars. Candidates must be high 
school graduates or have an equivalent 
education. 

3. The Certification Board of the 
American Dental Assistants’ Association 
prepares and corrects all questions for the 
examination, and issues the certificates 
to successful candidates. 

Members of the Chicago Dental So- 
ciety are urged to discuss with their as- 
sistants the values of taking the above 
described course of study. With the back- 
ground of information and_ technical 
skills learned in such a course, any dental 
assistant will be of immeasurably greater 
worth to her dentist.

ROUND ONE 


We won the first round of our fight against Compulsory Health Insurance 
when the House of Representatives, by an overwhelming majority, voted down 
the President’s Reorganization Plan. As Representative Les Arends put it in 
his speech before the house, “It is a political promotion plan for the advance- 
ment of socialized medicine and instead of reducing expenditures, it will lead 
to increased spending.” 

This marks the first time that the House has stood up on its hind legs and 
knocked out such a proposal. In the News and Announcements section is 
carried a list of Representatives from Illinois who voted against the Reorgani- 
zation Plan. It is fervently hoped that every reader of these lines will feel a 
moral obligation to either sit down and write a personal letter or send a tele- 
gram to the Representative from his district, expressing his gratitude for this 
fine support. 

We may have won round number one, but who can foretell just how many 
rounds this fight will go? It is entirely possible that our children and our 
children’s children will have to continue it. So, gird up your loins and get 
ready for round number two. 


SOUTH AMERICAN VIEWPOINT 


In a most appealing article, which was carried in the July 1 issue of this 
magazine, one of our South American visitors, Dr. Rosa Iusem of Buenos 
Aires, related her experiences at the 1950 Midwinter Meeting. Among other 
things she noted that there were few representatives of the feminine sex in 
attendance at the scientific sessions, whereas in South America women attend 
in large numbers. One reason is, of course, that fewer women go into dentistry 
(1% of the profession are women) in the United States than is the case in our 
neighbor countries to the south, and so there are less to draw from. 

Without saying it in so many words, Dr. Iusem made it apparent that there 
may be other reasons why more women do not flock to hear our scientific pro- 
grams. In the first place, some of the speakers do not include them in their 
introductory remarks and in the second place, proceed to forget them entirely 
by spicing their talks with an off-color joke or two by way of breaking the ice. 
No doubt many of our own members have felt, as did our visitor from Argen- 
tina, that such jokes have no place in what purports to be a scientific gather- 
ing, but rather should be reserved for stag parties. Some of the jokes can only 
be duly appreciated after a few drinks, anyway. 

Dr. Iusem was impressed by the pomp and circumstance which is always a 
part of the First General Session. She also took note, as did we, that His Honor, 
Mayor Martin J. Kennelly, stayed through the entire program, something that 
no other city official ever has done before. 

Many people who attend our Midwinter Meetings get just as big a kick 
out of them as did our distinguished guest from Buenos Aires, but it is a rare 
and altogether pleasing courtesy for one of them to pay tribute to the many 
clinicians and essayists who, after all, are, as Dr. Iusem so aptly phrases it, 
“the ones who give to this meeting the well-deserved prestige which it enjoys 
as the most important dental congress in the country.”
